On Saturday, December 10, 201 1, at approximately 0400 hrs, individuals drove to the Sixth District Metropolitan Police 
Department and reported that they were fired upon while at the Exxon Gas Station located at 4501 Benning Road, 
Northeast, Washington, DC. Inside the individuals' vehicle, Sixth District Officers found Decedent Stephon E. Way 
suffering from a gunshot wound to the head. Emergency Medical Services personnel responded to the Sixth District and 
transported the decedent to Prince George's County Hospital where he was pronounced dead at 0659 hours by Dr. Kahn of 
the medical staff. Subsequently, the decedent's remains were transported to the Office of The Chief Medical Examiner, 
Baltimore, Maryland pending autopsy. 



On Sunday, December 11, 201 1, Doctor Mitchell Weinberg from Ihe Office of The Chief Medical Examiner, Baltimore, 
Maryland, performed the an autopsy on the Decedent Stephon Way. Upon completion of the autopsy, Doctor Weinberg 
ruled the cause of death to be a single gunshot wound to the head and ruled the manner of death as homicide. 

A witness, hereafter known as Witness One, stated that on December 10, 201 1, in the early morning hours, it observed a 
silver Ford Focus drive onto the Exxon gas station located at 4701 Benning Road, Northeast, Washington, DC. W-One 
observed the shooter exit the silver Ford. Witness One described the shooter 22-23 years old, 5' 1 1-6'0 tall, medium 
complexion, dark brown eyes, thick eye brows, dusty brown shoulder length deadlocks styled in pnnytail, a nicely groomed 
light beard and mustache, with a Bluetooth in his ear, wearing a lime-green jacket with gray sleeves, faded gray jeans, and 
gray/blue New Balance sneakers. Witness One stated that as soon as the suspect exited the Silver Ford, the decedent, who 
was a passenger in a car that was on the gas station lot, began talking to the suspect, as if the decedent was trying to 
instigate a response from him. Witness One further stated that the decedent stated to the suspect, What are you looking at. 
This Bitch motherfucker don't want no work, he don't want no smoke, or words to that effect. Witness One stated the 
suspect never said a word back, however; he walked over to the Silver Ford and went to the driver side door panel. The 
suspect then turned back and walked towards the car in which the decedent was seated and pulled from his waistband what 
it believed to be a Smith & Wesson handgun, black in color with tan handgrips with the letters S&W. The suspect pointed 
the gun at the decedent and fired a shot, striking the decedent in the head. Witness One stated it could identify the suspect 
if it observed him again. 



Another witness, hereafter known as Witness Two, stated that IT was in the area at the time of the murder. According to 
Witness Two, IT observed when the suspect drove onto the Exxon gas station lot in a silver 4-door car and parked near the 
vehicle in which the decedent was a rear passenger. The suspect exited his car and as he walked to the gas station booth, 
the suspect looked or stared into the decedent's vehicle. The decedent asked others in the decedent's vehicle, what the fuck 
they keep looking in here for, or words to that effect. The suspect turned and looked again at the decedent's vehicle. Then, 
the decedent rolled down his window. According to Witness Two, IT did not hear any words exchanged between the 
decedent and the shooter. Someone in the decedent's car stated, he's drunk; it's not even worth all of that; and chill out, or 
words to that effect. Witness Two heard the decedent's car door open slightly. Shortly thereafter, the suspect shot at the 
decedent's vehicle, resulting in the decedent's vehicle fleeing the area. Witness Two described the suspect as a brown 
complexioned black male, 5 '9-6*0 tall, goatee, dreadlocks in a ponytail, wearing red and black grayish jacket and blue 
jeans. Witness Two stated that IT never observed anyone in the decedent's vehicle, including the decedent, with a weapon. 

A witness, hereafter known as Witness Three, stated that IT was in the area at the time of the murder. TT observed a silver 
car pull into the gas station. The suspect exited the silver car and walked to the gas station booth. Witness Three described 
the suspect as a light brown complexion black male, approximately 26 years old, 5'7-5'8, slim build approximately 168 lbs, 
with shoulder length dreadlock hairstyle pulled back into a ponytail, mustache with goatee, wearing a gray shirt, red jacket, 
light blue jeans, and a diamond earring in his car. Witness Three also observed the decedent who was seated in a vehicle on 
the gas station lot. According to Witness Three, the decedent and the shooter exchanged words. A person associated with 
the decedent told the suspect, everything is alright and not to pay attention to the decedent, or words to that effect. The 
suspect then produced a black handgun from his waistband and pointed it toward the backseat and fired into the decedent's 
vehicle. 

On Saturday, December 10, 201 1 , the Metropolitan Police Department's "Shot Spotter" recorded four gunshots in the area 
of Denning Road and Fast Capital Street, Northeast on Saturday, December 10, 201 1, at 03:55 hours, 

Video footage was obtained from the License Plate Reader (LPR) located at East Capitol Street & Texas Avenue Southeast, 
Washington, DC for Saturday, December 10, 201 1, which captured a 201 1 Silver Ford Focus bearing Maryland Tags 
3AM9245 being operated at 03:54 hours eastbound, and turning southbound into the 4500 block of Benning Road 
Northeast. The location of the LPR is within the same block of the Exxon gas station. Moreover, the vehicle is seen in the 
left lane of East Capitol Street, turning in the direction of the Exxon gas station. At approximately 03:55:58 hours, the D- 
DOT camera captures video footage of a silver vehicle leaving the gas station going westbound on East Capitol Street 
Northeast at a high rate of speed behind the vehicle which was occupied by the decedent. Based on the direction and time of 
travel, your Affiant submits the vehicle captured in the video is the same Silver Ford Focus that was driven hy the suspect. 

During the investigation, your affiant obtained information that the vehicle bearing Maryland Registration 3AM9245 was a 
rental car. Your affiant obtained a copy of the rental car agreement. The rental agreement provided contact information for 
the renter. A contact phone number for the renter was 202g| | A database search revealed that this number is a 
contact number for Stephen D. Barnes, Date of Birth: 02/18/1989. 

On December 19, 201 1 , your affiant's investigation into the name of Stephen D. Barnes, Date of Birth: 02/18/1 989 revealed 
a District of Columbia, Department of Motor Vehicles Drivers License and photograph. A criminal history check revealed 
an arrest photograph for Stephen Deon Barnes, Date of Birth: 02/18/1989; PDID#585-408. The characteristics and 
description of Stephen Deon Barnes matches or fits the previous description provided by the witnesses. 

On Tuesday, December 20, 201 L Witness One was shown a Metropolitan Police Department Photo Array. The Photo 
Array contained nine photographs with one of them being Stephen Deon Barnes, Date of Birth: 02/1 8/1989; PDID#585- 
408. The remaining eight photographs are of persons with the same characteristics and hair style from Metropolitan Police 
Department data bases. After the introduction was read to Witness One, the photo array was shown to Witness One. 
Witness One pointed to photograph #7 of the array and stated, "This looks like him." Witness One further stated that the 
suspect looked like the person who fired shots. A follow up question was asked, Are you certain? The witness answered, 
"Yes. he looks a little rough in that picture." The photograph Witness One identified was of Stephon Deon Barnes, Date of 
Birth: 02/18/1989; PDID#585-408. 



On Tuesday, December 20, 201 1, Witness Three was shown a Metropolitan Police Department Photo Array. The Photo 
Array contains nine photographs with one of them being Stephen Deon Barnes, Date of Birth: 02/18/1989; PDID#585-408. 
The remaining eight photographs are of persons with the same characteristics and hair style from Metropolitan Police 
Department data bases, After the introduction was read to Witness Three, the photo array began and after few minutes 
passed and Witness Three stated the following, "the person looks more like him (pointing to photograph #6) But, that's not 



him. Witness Three stated the face of the shooter was thinner and further stated IT would know the shooter to see him in 
person. 

A witness, who is hereafter known as Witness Four, stated that IT knows the listed renter of the silver Ford Focus. Witness 
Four stated that IT recently seen the renter with a silver vehicle. Witness Four stated that the renter has a boyfriend known 
to IT as Deon Barnes and that the two live together. Witness Four who has known Deon Bames was shown a single 
confirmation photograph for viewing. The photograph was of Stephen Deon Barnes, Date of Birth: 02/1 8/1989; 
PDID#585-408. Witness Four viewed the photograph and immediately stated, "Yes, that is Deon." 

Based upon the aforementioned facts, your affiant believes there is probable cause that the listed Defendant Stephen Deon 
Barnes, Date of Birth: 02/18/1989; PDID#585-408 committed the offense of homicide on December 10, 201 1. Therefore it 
is respectfully requested, that an arrest warrant be issued for the Defendant Stephen Deon Barnes, Date of Birth: 
02/18/1989; PDID#585-408, charging him with First Degree Murder While Armed in the homicide of Stephon E. Way.

In addition to the affidavit in support of the above-captioncd defendant's arrest 
warrant, which is incorporated herein, your affiant avers the following: 

On Wednesday, December 28, 20 11 , deputies from the U.S. Marshals and 
Detectives from the Metropolitan Police Department went to the home of the defendant at 
0V1 Street, Northwest, Washington, D.C. in order to arrest defendant Stephen Deon 
Barnes and to execute a DC Superior Court Search Warrant at the address. As Marshal's 
approached the front door, they heard noises coming from the inside of the lownhouse 
and saw someone look out the window. Inside, they found Stephen Deon Barnes and 
arrested him. While searching the residence, detectives found a .45 Caliber Sig Sauer 
pistol in a third floor bedroom. A photograph of this pistol is attached hereto as Exhibit 
A. The cartridge casings found at the scene of the murder were also .45 Calibers. 

In Addition, in the bedroom of Stephen Deon Barnes, detectives found a STAr-1 5 5.56 
millimeter assault rifle with a large capacity magazine capable of discharging 50 or more 
rounds of ammunition. A photograph of this rifle and a large capacity loaded magazine is 
attached hereto as Exhibit B.
